It was a gruelling contest through- 
out and both men fought from the tap I 
of the bell until the last count. 
The big auditorium was crowded 
long before the principals entered the 
ring. Johnson arrived first and it was 
one-fifteen when he climbed through 
ibe ropos. 


Willard followed, and the crowd, es- 
timated at fifteen thousand, went wild 
with enthusiasm. 


The crowd was good natured and 
during the entire bout kidded the 
contestants and urged them to hurry 
up so they could see the races.

English Steamer and Russian Bark 


Are Torpedoed Sunday, Off" Isle

forth and commemorate till time shall 
be no more. 
"On the evening of the crucifixion, 
our blessed Lord was placed in a new 
tomb, hewn In storie,' as Luke 
de- 
scribes, 'wherein 
no man yet laid.' 
Those wbose hands placed the body 
of Christ in the new tomb, were two 
disciples—the righteous 
Joseph 
of 
Arlmathea, -and the faithful, generous- 
hearted Nicodemus, who brought with 
him the princely offering 
of a hun- 


dred-weight of myrrh and aloes. 
"These two disciples bound up tbe 
sacred body, witb linen clothes, the 
myrrh and aloes being placed between 
every fold. 
The napkin was wound 
about the head, and the body placed 
in its resting place, and straightway 
the disciples departed, for the -next 
day was the great festival Sabbath. 


"The first Easter morning dawned 
and an earthquake shakes all things 
around

away the stone and sat thereon. Mary, 
who had gone to the tomb very early,

This mystery 
was not designed simply to reassure 
the disciples, but

When the strange tidings had 
been spread through Jerusalem and 
Its 
passover 
multitudes, 
doubtless 
they went to see with their own .eyes 
the spot of which such wonders had 
been told. 
"The 'open grave, the empty tomb, 
and grave clothes, 
the napkin, all 


these were silent testimony and wit- 
ness to the reality of the Lord's resur- 
rection. 
And they supply a conclu- 


sive answer to the stors' which the 
chief priests had put in the mouths 
of- the' guard—that they -were sleep- 
ing when the disciples came and stole 
the body away.- Could the disciples 
have hewn away 'the solid, masonry 
that, sealed the grave and moved tti-y 
great rock under the eyes of the ever 
watchful Roman guards?

No one 
ever accused him of being a "stal 
wart," a "Bourbon," a "Tory." He has 
been a progressive of the

Pives. He 
even out-progressed the 
progressives and was one of the 
staunchest of the Roosevelt progres 
sives in the state. He says

ten to Charles Pierce, president of the 
Home Rule and Taxpayers' league 
and read at a hearing of the commit 
tee on the bill to change the state 
educational board of governors.

THE SPOILS TO THE WINNER. 


, War news from Europe of the past 
forty-eight hours would indicate that 
Bulgaria was about to cast its for- 
tunes with the Austrian-Hungarian- 
German-Turkish alliance. 
If this be 
true and the report that a force of 
Bulgars really invaded Serbia, it 
means that within the next few days 
new developments will be noted that 
may of necessity bring Roumania, 
Greece and Italy into the struggle. 
It is intimated that the Bulgars 


have taken their stand, perhaps on a 
partial promise of a seaport on the 
Adriatic, which if true would be di- 
rectly opposed to Italy's policy ot se- 
curing control of this sea, and would 
also 
be considered dangerous to 
Greece's idea of who her immediate 
neighbors should be. Of course Ser- 
bia would suffer and the question now 
remains, will Italy and Greece longer 
remain inactive and will Roumania 
continue to watch the progress of the I 
Bulgars towards empiredonv without I 
objections? 


Of course the Wall Street Journal 


is pro-allies. It .can not see but one 
side in the final settlement of affairs, 
that of a complete victory for the 
forces of Russia, England, France and 
Belgium. However, in speaking of 
Italy this paper says: 
" 'Italia Irredenta' constitutes the 


old province of Trent in Tirol (not 
'the' Tyrol, please) which is not 
Italian in the higher Alps, although 
!t is so in a large part of the province 
bounded by Switzerland and Italy; and 
Trieste with the shore of the north- 
ern Adriatic down to Flume. These 


j two cities, both important ports, and 
indeed more important than any Italy 
possesses on her eastern coast, includ- 
ing 
Brindisi, are 
preponderatingry 


Italian. Outside the cities the popu- 
lation is almost wholly Slav. 


"There is something that leaves an 


unpleasant taste in the mouth in-the 
attitude of Italy during this war. It 
may not be true that her king has n; 
large investment in the stock of the 
Krupp company in Germany. But as 
a French writer luminously observes, 
she is preparing to come heroically to 
the rescue of the victors. There is 
almost a flavor of 'Black Hand' in the 
Italian attitude towards Austria. Italy 
is waiting for results, and it is quite 
conceivable that between two stools 
she- may fall to the ground. 


"There is one implication in 
the 


war, to which even our own adminis- 
tration should direct Its mind. It is 
that the terms, of peace will be settled 
by the people who have taken part in 
the fighting, with little or no consulta- 
tion with neutrals. The fighters, at 
least, aro in deadly earnest. Italy's 
ambition is not likely to sway the 
peace terms. 
She may, or may not, 


secure some concessions from Aus- 
tria. Germany seems willing to bar- 
gain with that unfortunate nation's 
assets, having- something to gain and 
nothing to lose. 


"But 
if the allies are victorious, the 
Italian feelings in the matter are not 
at all likely to be considered. To 
concede to Italy Trieste and Fiume, 
on the assumption that her national 
interest is bound up in making the 
Adriatic an Italian lake, would be, in 
effect, to create a condition like that 
in the Black Sea in the past century. 
It would constitute an - everlasting 
cause of quarrel. The alleged 'Vene- 
tian settlements' on the eastern shore 
of the Adriatic do not extend to the 
territory behind them, and Italian con- 
trol would deny to a large and vic- 
torious Slav population direct access 
to the sea. 
"Italy has played her cards dexter- 


ously enough so far. But If she wishes 
Jo make any gain out of the partition 
of Turkey or Austria, she will have 
to come out squarely, and take one 
side or the other. The war is not be- 
ing waged for the benefit of neutrals, 
an we have ourselves found out, to 
•our oost. 'Under which lord, Bezon- 
ian? Speak, or die!'"

Expect Delegates From AH Parts of 


The World To Discuss Position 


Of Women To Present War. 


The Hague, April 5.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press)—The 
Associated Press)—The International 
Congress of W9men to be held here 
early in April is arousing- the great- 
est interest and it is hoped by the or- 
ganizing committee that delegates will 
be present from nearly all the coun- 
tries in the world, in order to discuss 
the position of women as a result of 
the war and the possibility of placing 
them in a better situation in the fu- 
ture.

The questions to be discussed in- 
clude: 


(1)—A resolution with a view to 
bringing about an armistice in order 
to discuss peace. 


(2)—The formation of an interna- 
tional court of arbitration to discuss 
questions arising between nations be- 
fore they proceed to hostilities 
(3)—The drafting of an internation- 
al rule compelling all nations to come 
before this court and providing at the 
same timo for international action 
any country taking up arms without 
applying to the court. 


(4'—The control of foreign politics 
by the people of a nation instead of 
By groups or parties. 


(5)—A resolution forbidding the an- 
nexation of any territory without the 
consent of the men and women form- 
ing the population of the territory it- 
self. 


(6)—A resolution declaring war an 
access of insanity brought about by 
suggestion which leads people to des- 
troy in. a short time what it has taken 
centuries to build up. 
" 


(7)—A motion declaring women re- 
sponsible for war because they do not 
exercise their undoubted influence to 
prevent it and calling on them to claim 
full political rights so that they may 
be able to bring that influence proper- 
ly to '-bear. 


(S)—A motion calling attention to 
the sufferings of women brought about 
by the war.

WRITES OF UNIVERSITY 


Unable To Be Present at Committee 


Hearing He Sent Letter Pub- 


lished Below. 


Fred C. Thwaits, former university 


regent and a progressive of the pro- 
gressives, was unable to be present 
at the legislative hearing on the Uni- 
versity bill at Madison last week but 
he took occasion to write a personal 
letter to Charles Pierce, president of 
the 
Home Rule and 
Tax Payers 
League in which he expressed some 
deemed opinions. The letter was read 
at the hearing and a copy of it print- 
ec: bfciow to give the readers of the 
Guzftte a cloarer understanding of 


out-of-the-way. They desired a more 
central, public, location, or as some re- 
gents' thought a safer location lor the 
girls themselves. It was also desired 
to have as fine a.location as possible. 
The best location for a woman's dor- 
mitory that we coma find was the 
property on Langdon St. £rom Presi- 
dent Van, Hise's house to the Y. M. C. 
A. building. The idea was to begin to 
build where the President's house 
stands and build in sections until the 
space was filled. For the purpose of 
carrying out there ideas we purchased 
the Olin property, next east of the 
president's house. We had Shepley, 
Rutan, and Coolridge draw plans for 
the dormitory, and also suggest a new 
location for a new house for. the Pres- 
ident. The president consistently" op- 
posed all these actions, but the re. 
gents were unanimous. Although Gov. 
McGovern had just come into office 
and was reconstituting the Board ot 
Regents, and my successor had been 
appointed, I was told that the new 
board was in agreement with the old 
board as to the location for the new 
woman's dormitory. This year I under- 
stand that the regents did not per- 
sonally attend to the drawing of the 
university bill or to its introduction in- 
to the legislature. The university bill 
was passed by the legislature, but af-

Not the

Reverend Clark W. Cummings in 
his Easter morning message at the 
First Christian church, urged the need 
of making the risen Christ a life ex- 
perience, as opposed to accepting him 
merely as a historical character pf 
whom we read in the Bible.

Damascus road experience, 
still we 
can- know the risen Christ -from our 
own experience. 
He can become to 
us, as He was to Paul, a real life ew! 
perience. 
We doubt we have not 
come to know the risen Christ ns a 
life experience because w-e have been 
satisfied with an academic, a mere 
.book religion. Is it 
not true that 
about as.far as we have gotten in our 
faith is to merely say, 'Yes,' to the 
words of the Bible. 
"I fear to us Christ is only one that, 
we have read about; have heard of 
in sermons. 
What do we. know of 
Him for ourselves, as a real exper- 


ience?. Do .w« know Him any better, 
any differently than we know Wash- 
ington and- Lincoln?- I believe most 
firmly in the Bible;:.no one more than 
I;- yet it is, not all.. • The Bible cannot 
take the place of the Christ.

Some Facts About Wood 


1 What Makes Wood Float . ETTA 
Prepared for the Gazette .by the 
Forests Products laboratory at The 
University of Wisconsin. 
That wood floats is such- a common- 
place fact in our lives that we hardly 
give it any thought. If we lived in 
tropical climates we would learn to 
distinguish between woods that float 
and woods that do not float. Many of 
the woods of Mexico and South Amer- 
ica are so heavy even when perfectly 
dry that they will sink in. water no- 
tably lignumvitae, which is 'the .wood 
commonly used for bowling balls 
Among our common native woods 
there are several that will not float 
when green. The cypress of the South 
is often girdled a year before it is 
cut. so that it will die and dry while 
standing thus making it'possible to 
float the logs to the mill." At the For- 
est Products Laboratory, Madison, 
Wis., where the green or dry weight 
of all wood that is tested ..is determined, 
it was found that the green heartwood 
of some oaks and hickories and the 


green sapwood of certain conifers IB 
so heavy that when these parts of a 
tree are put Into water, they will sink 
, 
the entire log will float. 
The reason why some woods floai 
is not because the substance of which 
they are made is lighter than water 
but. because the cavities in the cells 
are so large that the air In them buoys 
up the wood. The material (cellulose) 
which composes the greater part of 
the cell wall is heavier than water so 
that if the air in the cells is replaced 
by water, the wood will sink. This is 
just what happens to wood which has 
been in water for a long time and has 
become "waterlogged." 
It is the large water content of the 
heartwood of freshly felled oaks and 
hickories and of the sapwood of cer- 
tain conifers that causes these woods 
to sink, for when dry they will float. 
Lignum-vitao and, other heavy tropi- 
cal woods, even when dry, sing be- 
cause most of the cell cavities are so 
small compared to the thick cell walls 
that the air in the cavities is not 
enough to float the wood.
